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Life and death 


struggle 
in the valley 
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Not many people realize that less than two miles from this campus. alife and 
death struggle is being waged. A group of small farmers. who have worked the 
land for decades, are being driven from their soil by acombination of industry 
land developers, and county government taxes 

The battle ground begins on the other side of the freeway behind the cam 
pus and is framed by Florin-Perkins Road from Jackson Road south to Mor- 
rison Creek, then east to Mather Air Force Base. The F orces occupying this 
battleground consist of industry (mostly large gravel companies). land 
developers (building acres of ticky-tacky housing). and a handful of truck 
farmers, mostly of Japanese ancestry, who have lived and worked there for 
decades 

As you'd expect, it's the small farmer who's taking al! the casualties. This 
trend has been going on for the last 25 years. Since the ‘50's. the gravel plants 
have been expanding and buying out the smaller farmers adjacent to their pits 
At the same time subdivisions were begun in the area and more farmers soid 
out to the developers. Those who stayed were faced with rising |and use and 
property taxes that were based on surrounding land use and their sale values 
Those left foiind the qoing even toudghes than hefaroe 
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Many of these farmers are old They live on social security and pay the taxes 
on their land by farming if they can t meet the taxes they must sel! out or have 
their lands confiscated for back taxes For most of these people farming isnt 
justa job. itsa way of life Take them away from it and they have no reason for 
living 


Its easy enough to blame industry and the developers for this. but the fact is 
that county government is even more responsible for the situation existing At 
present, the County does nothing to save smal! plots of prime agricultural land 
but rather attempts to tax them out of existence Present policy allows for only 
100 acre parcels to be set aside for future agricultural use We feel that this is 
wrong Whether a farm consists of only 5 acres. 10 acres. or 15 acres. itshould 


be assessed for agricultural use only, not taxed for what it could be 
it's totally unfair that a man should work the land for 50 years and then have 
it taken away from him because others feel that the land could be put to more 


profitable use The county needs property tax reforrn laws and land usereform 
laws They need to protect the small land holder not the megacorporation The 


sooner they hear us screaming forthis reform the sooner tmay come about

For those who dort know what a ride board is. itis simply a 
centra! location where students may Diace notices of rides needed and offered 
in order that they may get together to share travel costs and driving We 
suggested that the project might be done so easily that even CSUS’ sometimes 
less than efficient student government might be able to accomplish it 

It was hoped at the time of our last editorial that the board could be on the 
wall in time to help students get home tor Christmas. That was a year ago. and 
were still waiting 

In fact, the ride board has been constructed, through the singular efforts of 
one student, Becky Biue A site has been selected on a wall of the Student Ser- 
vice Center. The board that Blue has created is graphically superior to any that 
we have seen anywhere in the country Butitis precisely because the board has 
been so well done that it is not yet available to students 

The final step in the construction of the board ts to cover it with a sheet of 
clear white plastic so that it cannot be defaced. as it !s intended to be a per 


ASI President Heyman Matlock and the Senate were on hand for Students 
For Better Government Day at the Redwood Room on Oct 10 to answer and 
ask questions concerning ASI funded programs and what direction students 
would like to see ASI achieve. The publicity promotion from the Hornet and 
Prograrn Board was unable to generate students interest 

The President and Senate seem to be diligently working to Dring together 
both students and student government for tomorrow's existence at CSUS Of 
the 31 funded programs that are funded by AS! oniy seven of ‘ne directors 
were present 

Matlock’s comments to these organizations was that he and the Senate re- 
quested their presence at Students For Better Government Day and he along 
with the Senate recognize that they failed to show. He feels that this is an in 
dication that the other directors intention is to breach their responsibility to 
ASI because he mailed them personal letters requesting their leadership and 
presence : 

It seems fitting that if these programs continue to fail to show their leader- 
ship or send a representative when the president calis upon them. they should 
receive a very close evaluation when budgetary proceedings take place next 
semester 

Let's support the President and Senate when they host another Students For 


manent fixture on campus Blue needs roughly $250 in order to complete the 


project. not alot of money by modern standards for something that will benefit 
students in a very real way for years to come 

Apparently. though, the Hornet was wrong when we suggested that our AS! 
might be able to accomplish suchasimpletask It has tossed the funding of the 
ride board about like a football. first arguing that it was not their responsiblity 
to fund it, then deciding that there was no money availabie for the project Fun 
ding has now been requested of the Student Service Center and further delays 
are anticipated while they weigh the question of whether or not to spend $250 
on a project that will benefit everyone who chooses to utilize it. If. by placing 
the ride board on the walk, we can save 20 students the price of a bus ticket to 
Los Angeles over Thanksgiving. the immediate cost benefit to students here 
becomes obvious 

It is our hope that the bureaucrats wo run the Student Service Center. who 
have now been asked to fund the project. will cet off their Robert's Rules of 
Order in time to assure that it is available to the campus community in time for 
this years holiday season

Editor, State Hornet: 


As the average reader glances over 
this fetter, one of the moct crucial 
cases of the 1970's is bein) argued 
before the highest court of «ir nation 
Its decision will not be quckly for- 
thcoming: indeed we will not have a 
decision until mid 1978 This case, 
however, offers a unique probiem 
what the court will call “first im- 
pression,” and the answer to this 
problem is guaranteed to shake the 
foundation of race relations in our 
country and potentially every citizen 
of America. The case is that of Allan 
Bakke, and the unique question he 
presents to the court is that of 
“reverse discrimination” and the 
legality of affirmative action 
programs. 

Many articles have been written 
detailing Bakke’s decision to take his 
case to court. The average reader 
knows as much about Bakke as he 
does of his next door neighbor. Most 
Americans are likewise well informed 
as to what an affirmative action 
program is, and how these programs 
were initiated. | want to briefly dis- 
cuss the “why” of the affirmative ac- 
tion program and the question of 
reverse discrimination. 

Any student on almost any college 
campus in the 1960's can recall the 
turmoil that existed. The 1960's 
brought an expanded awareness of 
the sufferings and inequalities of 
many Americans. The severe poverty 
of ghettoes in core cities, the frus- 
tration facing minorities on welfare, 
the lack of jobs for the underqualified 
and the rising voice of people crying 
out to be heard. The voice of people 
who had suffered so greatly and who 
have faced ‘such degradation and 
orejudice that they could no longer sit 
by while America remained im- 
passive. These people were no longer 
satisfied with token gestures or 
promises. They demanded their right 


row Out of this turmoil — as an 
answer to these rising voices, there 
emerged a conscience — arealization 
that because of the inequality 
prevalent in our culture, some outside 
force would have to be applied tc br- 
ing equality to all the citizens of 
America. The affirmative action 
programs began. A step had been 
made to begin a long equalization 
proc ess. Better access to education 
and jobs, more government as- 
sistance and the willingness of 
minority persons to better themselves 
spurred the programs on. But it can- 
not be assumed by our society that a 
state of equality now exists. Ine- 
quality is inherent in the structure of 
our society. Our views, policy, culture 
and media are dominated by a white, 
angio, male viewpoint, simply 
because they are the group in power. 
To believe that any minority group 
has an equal amount of power is a 
falsehood. 

This brings us to Bakke and his 
charge of reverse discrimination. But 
what does reverse discrimination 
mean? According to Bakke, reverse 
discrimination occurred when 
minority persons scoring lower than 
he on admission tests were admitted 
to U.C. medical school. He was dis- 
criminated against because he was 
white and not a minority in an af- 
firmative action program. Bakke’'s 
argument is without merit. There is no 
reverse discrimination. The phrase 
itself was coined by those feeling that 
the grcup wielding power, the group 
pulling the strings, the white male 
power structure, could suffer what 
they had dished out for centuries. It 
just isn't so. It is impossible for a ma- 
jority group in power to suffer dis- 
crimination. Discrimination implies a 
prejudice based on a minority status 
in society. The only thing Bakke can 
complain of is that 84 white persons 
scored better than him; but for him to 
scream discrimination when he is a 


cultural, social and political group in 
existence, is sheer idiocy 

It becomes obvious that Bakke 
followers want to have their cake and 
eat it too. Not only do they want 84 out 
of 100 admission positions, but they 
want to compete with minority groups 
for the remaining 16 slots — a battle 
they have been better prepared to 
wage, and one they will undoubtedly 
win in light of the bias of the system. Is 
this what will come of the realizations 
of the 60's? — Of the entightened men 
ang women wanting to establish 
equality for all? | urge you to recon- 
sider what you have heard and read 
about the Bakke case and to ask 
yourself whether reverse dis- 
crimination is possible and 
whether you are willing to jeopardize 
the principles our country was 
founded on to obtain an additional 16 
percent of the cake.

USA and Peru will meet 
in fourth of six game set

CSU Sacramento has ap- 
preciatively been chosen as the site of 
ore of Northern California's biggest 
sporting events a meeting between 
the women's. national volleyball 
teams of the United States and Peru 
Oct. 23, at 8 p.m. in South Gym 


CSUS Women's Sports In- 
formation Director, Pam Walker. said 
that tickets for the game are still 
available at the Women's Athletics Of- 
fice, at a cost of $3. 50, andcan also be 
bought at the door 


The game at CSUS 1s the fourth in 
a series of six meetings between the 
two teams on the west coast, and the 
last chance for Californians to see 
these two world - ranked teams The 
final two games between USA and 
Peru, rated 10th and 7th, respectively 
will be in Eugene, Oregon Oct 25 
and Seattle, Washington Oct. 26 


Peru, the South American cham- 
pions, and USA, just recently 
accepted as a world power in 
volleyball, with the exception of 
Cuba, are the two major teams in the 
Western Hemisphere Cuba has long 
been regarded as the best team of the 
three 


The USA team. lead by captain 
Patty Dowdell, has made great strides 
toward acceptance by the world elite 
of volleyball. Dowdell, and teammate 
Filo Hyman, rated the top spiker inthe 
world today, are just part of the 
reason for USA's recognition by the 
international greats 


The USA team has come a long 
way in just a few years. They did not 
qualify for the 1972 Olympics, and 
failed again for the 1976 Olympics 
They finished a dismal 6th in the 1975 
Pan American Games, but since then 


have progressed rapidly 

After the East Germans narrowly 
defeated them for the final qualifying 
spot at the 1976 Olympics, the US 
team took consecutive victories over 
Canada, Mexico and Brazil in the 
North Central and Caribbean 
American Championship However 


they lost in the final to the 
powerhouse Cuban team 
Just this past August, the US 


women stopped Finland, Hungary 
the Soviet Union and Cuba at a major 
tournament in Varna, Yugosiavia In 
the World University Games, they 
defeated Japan, Romania, Brazi! and 
Algeria 


The American team, which will 
most likely be the same at the 1980 
Olympics in Moscow, trains together 
as a team on a year round basis in the 
Houston suburb of Pasadena, Texas 
This ts highly unusual for ateam sport 
in amateur competition, and it should 
make for an expertly coordinated 
team 


Their opponents. the Peruvians 
have a better record as a world power 
going into this weekend's meeting In 
addition to being the South American 
champions, they finished third in the 
World Championships in 1967. were 
the fourth place team in the 1968 
Olympics and seventh in the 1976 
Olympics 


Among their ranks will be eight 
Olympic veterans when they go up 
against the American women 
Although they are not as tall as the US 
team players, they have been expertly 
coached by Koreans and Japanese 
two of the top world powers 


The great coaching that the 
Peruvians have received was 
evidenced in their overwhelming of

Hawaiian travel 


CSUS students will be able to kill 
two birds with one stone during the 
semester break by vacationing in 
Hawaii and earning geology credit 

The geology department is offer- 
ing a travel - study package to the 
islands to observe active volcanoes 
and their recently solidified lava 
flows, wild fruits and other tropical 
vegetation and of course strenuous 
investigation of the beaches 

With a little cooperation from the

Bakersfield 
accepts activity fee 


Students at California State 
College, Bakersfield voted Oct. 5 & 6 
to establish a student activity fee on 
their campus.

Al Jarreau, most aptly called a 
vocal musician,” not just a singer, 
will appear in concert at UC 
Berkeley's Zellerbacn Auditorium, 
Friday, Octover 21, at8 pm 

Born in Milwaukee. Jarreau grew 
up with music. He sang in church 
before he was old enough to go to 
school, and he_ participated in 
neighborhood “street - corner” vocal 
groups. During high school, he 
worked with local jazz bands. After 
graduating from Ripon College and 
receiving his MA in psychology from 
the University of lowa, Jarreau moved 
to San Francisco, where he was a 
counselor with the California Division 
of Rehabilitation for three years. Dur- 
ing this time, he worked nights in Bay 
Area clubs with George Duke's trio. 


Jarreau sang in Los Angeles and 
New York clubs for several years and 
made appearances on the David 
Frost, Mike Douglas, and Johnny 
Carson shows. In 1968, he teft New 
York for Minneapolis, where he began 
writing his own material. Heard by 
Warner Brothers executives at the 
Troubadour Club in Hollywood, 
Jarreau was signed to record for 
Warner - Reprise. His first album, “We 
Got By,” appeared in 1975. A second 
album, “Glow,” has recently been 
released.

Dr. Hook's “Freaker's Ball” carne 
next followed by Roberta Flack’s “The 
First Time Ever.” Another original 
composition by Krantz entitled “Rob- 
bin” dealt with some of the depres- 


sing hardships of life in Texas The 
harmonies and percussive effects by 
the two put a new dimension to other 
artist's songs and brought a warm 
response from the loyal crowd during 
original numbers. Harry Chapins 
Taxi’ and Mr. Tanner’ were brought 
to life along with Bob Seger's ‘Turn 
the Page.” Throughout the act, a 
sense of appreciation for inexpensive 
but quality music provided in a com- 
fortabie atmosphere was ceveioped 
by both this writer and the audience 
During a break, Bezouska treated
